In  our  iasae  of  the  0th,  we  opened  the 
way  for  the  discussion  o£  town  interest*. 
Beginning  a*  we  think,  at  the  bottom  of 
the  ladder  we  aought  to  altow  that  the  fouu 
dations  of  true  patriotism  are  laid  in  the 
townships,  and  that  the  elements  of  eound 
political  knowledge,  if  taught  at  all,  roust 
be  inculcated  aad  first  exemplified  within 
the  limit*  of  the  town*,  Wc  hesitated  not 
toasaert  that  “tte  very  fret, the  underlying 
principles  of  all,  art  reverence  for  authority, 
submission  te  law,  reepeet  for  the  opinion  aad 
right*  of  other*."  We  repeat  it  here  again 
because  of  its  great  importance  though  ita 
force  can  hardly  fail  to  manifest  itaelt 
to  any  interested  end  thoughtful  observer. 
There  is  m  point  better  settled  than  that 
children  kelt  to  themselves,  indulged  in 
their  deaircs  and  temper,  or  unrjjit rained  in 
their  impulse*  and  wills,  never  make  good 
and  valuable  citizen*.  Nor  cau  they  ever 
make  the  right  kind  of  fathers  and 
mothers.  Iieterenee  for  authority  and  for 


each  to  ten  running  Worth  and  South,  and 
connecting  with  the  hard  reeds  in  Drang* 
and  last  Orange,  winch  our  wise  aad  en¬ 
terprising  neighbors  have  brought  almost 
to  our  doom.  Tho  c-ret  of  tli’i  wo  think, 
ahowld  be  assessed  upon  othe  whole  town. 
because  it  would  be  a  moat  deairable  con 
vouicnce  to  the  whole  town,  it  would  be  a 
sanitary  measure  of  interest  to  the  whole 
town,  it  would  be  a  lasting  mouumjnt  to 
the  credit  ol  the  town  and  it  would  be* 
longitudinal  thorough  fare,  ns  the  Bloom 
field  Avenue  ia  a  latitudinal  thoroughfare 
•or  the  whole  town,  and  ita  effect*  upon 
the  valuo  of  real  estate  would  unquestion¬ 
ably  be  to  enhance  it  m  every  part  of  the 
town  in  equal  proportion  to  ita  lelative 
estimate. 

As  to  the  length  of  this  first  hard  ,road 
line  and  ita  probably  cost. and  the  financial 
scheme  necessary  to  carry  it  through,  we 
prefer  to  leave  the  consideration  of  it  to 
Arlacr  and  more  experienced  heads  of  whom 
wc  think  there  are  many  among  us  who,  we 
hope,  will  take  it  up  and  ventilate  it,  so 
that  'whatever  Legislation^*  needed  may 
be  obtained  from  the  legislature  now  in 
session,  and  that  the  subject  may  be  acted 
upon  at  our  town  meeting  in  March.

Iu  these  days  of  msny  books,  when  pub 
lishing  houses  vie  with  esch  otlur  in  heap 
ing  iinifrb  public,  loads  of  educational 
works,  to  the  vexation  or  contusion  ot 
school  officers,  teachers,  scholar*  and  par 
cuts  indiscriminately,  it  is  a  great  comfort 
to  get  hold  ot  such  a  work  as  Maetcrpiecee 
m  Knglieh  Literature.  Professor  Sprague 
tells  us  in  the  Piefaco  that  he  gives  none 
hut  acknowledged  JJaeUrpieeee,  admitting 
very  sparingly,  if  st  all,  the  works  of  ltv 
ing  author* ;  that  whenever  practicable 
the  productions  are  completed  in  them 
selves;  and  in  order  to  keep  the  hook 
within  dimensions  that  shall  he  convenient 
for  class  use,  the  number  of  selections  are 
somewhat  limited,  and  additional  scries 
will  be  published  in  sepaiate  volumes. 

The  selections  in  this  volume  arc  The 
Clerk’s  Tale,  from  Chaucer;  Spenser’s 
Epi'.hslaminui ;  six  ot  Baron’s  Essays  ; 
Shakespeare's  Macbeth  ;  Milton's  Areopa- 
gitica,  Ode  on  the  Nativity,  and  Cornu*; 
and  the  First  Part  of  Buuy»n's  Pilgrim's 
Progress.  This  list,  however,  gives  but  a 
nint  ides  of  the  character  ot  the  work  ; 
the  notes,  sketches,  and  methodsof  analy¬ 
sis  arc  exceedingly  valuable  and  contain 
information  and  instruction  in  reference  to 
oar  language,  which  it  would  be  difficult 
or  the  ordinary  reader  to  obtain  elsewhere. 
Whilo  tfce  book  is  designed  lor  Colleges 
and  Bchools  its  use  should  not  be  thus 
limited  ;  just  such  a  work  is  needed  in  our 
studies  by  every  reader  whose  time  and 
circumstances  do  not  give  him  access  to 
the  originals,  and  to  the  information  given 
in  tlu-m. 

The  chief  ubje-t  of  the  author  is  to  pre¬ 
sent  these  selection*  iur  study  ;  but  an  in¬ 
cidental  attempt  is  made  to  show  some

1NTERKE TlNl*  MEMORIES. 

Con  Ubhmab  Thbolooioal  Bsminabv, 
has  had  a  donation  of  a  considerable  num¬ 
ber  of  valuable  volumes  ol  standard  theo¬ 
logical  hook*  lrom  the  library  ol  Rev.  John 
Rogers,  D.D.  It  will  he  remembered,  as  a 
matter  of  histury,  that  this. distinguished 
minister  was  the  first  pastor  of  the  first 
Presbyterian  Church  ol  New  York,  then 
iu  Wall  Btreet,  and  afterward  removed  to 
Fifth  Avenue  and  Eleventh  Btreet.  Dr. 
Rmlgere  wa*  likewise  tho  first  Moderator 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  In  1780. 

It  should  also  be  known  to  Bloomfield 
era,  as  a  bit  of  interesting  history,  that 
this  same  clergyman,  iu  1794,  preached 
the  opening  sermon  st  the  first  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  Preslyterian  Congrc  ution  in 
Bloomfield,  which  was  at  first  knc.wu  as 
the  Third  Presbyterian  Society  of  Newark. 
The  service  was  held  st  the  Davis  home¬ 
stead — the  old  stone  house  next  to  Dr. 
Davis’  on  Franklin  Btreet,  now  occupied 
by  Miss  H-  arietta  Davis. 

Mr.  R  tdgera  had  designed  that  at  bis 
death  his  library  should  go  to  the  Prince 
lou  Seminary,  ifuton  his  grau-ison,  Ravaud 
K.  Rogers,  commencing  the  study  of  theol 
ogy.  they  went  to  him  sndf  remained 
in  his  possession  t*ll  last  summer.  Then, 
after  a  long  pastorate  at  Bound  Brook, 
N.  J.,  Rev.  Dr  Rxvaud  K.  Rodgers  being 
shout  to  remove  from  Bound  Brook  to  the 
South,  undertook  tu  fulfill  his  grsudtlre’s 
original  intention  by  placing  his  library 
in  the  Princeton  Buminary.  Now,  how 
ever,  most  of  the**  books  are  duplicates  of 
works  already  accumulated  in  the  large 
library  of  that  institution.  The  PrincO- 
tun  Seminary  has,  therefore,  by  conseut  ol 
Dr.  Rudgers,  courteously  transmitted  these 
inks  to  the  German  Theological  School 
f  Newark  in  this  village.  As  this  col- 
ection  of  hook*  will  be  a  valuable  ucqui- 
tiou  to  the  small  library  of  this  younger 
isiituiion  and  its  donation  is  creditable  to 
I  the  parties,  we  have  connected  with 
eveut  the  historical  asoociations  which 
desirable  to  preserve  to  the  institution 
an cfRo  om  village.

Besides  taking  nn  active  and  prominent 
part  in  shaping  educational  matters  in 
Orest  Britain,  he  crossed  over  into  Conti¬ 
nental  Europe  for  the  pnrposs  of  examin 
ing,  personally,  and  In  detail,  th*  plans 
rrrtpfoycd  In  Prnania,  Anatrla,  Belgium  end 
Switzerland.  And  he  ia  giving  to  the  peo 
pie  of  Nfv  Jersey,  and  of  the  United  State* 
th*  benefit  of  hi*  thought  and  experience.

rr*  d*  rhauetee  to  quatrieme;  the  street  was 
decorated  with  evergreen*  and  fl  igs.  till  it 
seemed  as  if  it  were  a  festive  grove.  Ills 
majesty  was  received  at  the  station  by  M

lederation,  who  with  hi*  ministers  con 
uocted  him  to  the  hotel.  Th«  crowd  on 
the  street  w*s  so  dense  that  It  was  almost 
impossible  for  the  outsiders  to  clear  a  way 
for  the  cortege.  “When  yon  ere  with  tbs 
Rumens,  do  as  the  Romans  do,”  is  an  old 
saying,  and  not  always  a  bad  one.  I  im¬ 
bibed  the  pervading  spirit,  and  was  aa 
anxinia  to  see  the  Oriental  animal  as  any 
of  th*  rest. 

Two  of  ns  contrived  to  get  s  glimpse  of 
pert  of  his  moustache  by  mounting  each 
other's  backs,  which  contrivance  resulted 
for  m*  In  a  Ism*  back,  my  friend  being 
heavy,  end  wearing  No.  18  boots.  Most 
of  the  suite,  lik*  their  master,  war*  dress¬ 
ed  in  the  Oriental  costume;  they  all  look¬ 
ed  about  th*  seen*  ;  a  few  more  full  beard*, 
bnt  moustaches  predominated.  After 
wards,  when  I  saw  tb*  Bhah  to  better  ad 
vantage,  h*  did  not  impress  me  very  lavor 
ably.  He  wa*  good  locking  in  tb*  mm* 
way  that  a  horse  if  beautiful ;  h*  ssemed 
to  lack  any  expression  of  fatelligsnc*  ,  he 
hnd  th*  air  of  a  man  who  occasional ly*n 
joyed  decapitating  on*  of  bis  fellow  man  , 
virtu*  did  not  lend  much  lustre  to  his 
countsnanc,  neither  did  character  hang  oat 
ber  sign;  but  it  was  evident  that  vie*  with 
all  her  house  had  thefo  taken  up  her  shod*. 
Th*  many  storiw  which  preceded  him  te- 
cel  red  a  ready  credence  by  m*  after  ob> 
of  hla  way* 


It  I*  said  that  vh'ti  he  arrived  at  Berlin 
he  “fell  out”  with  bis  wives,  and  bad  them 
lucked  up  in  a  stable,  until  tie  oould  send 
them  back  toTibersu.  Before  civilisation 
began  to  affect  biro,  he  hud  a  habit  of 
throwing  supt  ifiuous  food  under  the  table, 
much  to  the  disgust  of  European  waiters. 
Winn  he  was  st  Nswgats  in  London,  ths 
gallows  interested  hiui  especially,  and 
wishing  to  see  tbs  institution  put  into  use, 
he  asked  the  Prince  of  Wales  to  hsve 
soniebody  hung.  The  Prlnc*  explained 
that  it  was  impossible  to  experiment  with 
the  lives  of  men  iu  Euglsnd  ;  but  Natter¬ 
ed- Din  quickly  removed  all  objections  by 
teixing  one  ot  hi*  own  attendants  and  ol- 
feriug  hiui  as  a  sacrifice.  Ue  also  inquir¬ 
ed  for  how  much  the  Princess  of  Wales 
could  be  bought ;  and  st  another  time, 
•Iter  seeing  some  of  the  vest  possessions  of 
one  of  Euglsnd'*  greatest  Karls,  whispered 
very  confidentially  to  the  Prince  that  be 
ought  to  dispose  of  sui  li  s  powcrlui  man. 
These  two  or  three  Incidents  do  not  half 
tell  tb#  perfect  barbarian  that  he  was. 
Some  of  the  stories  in  regard  to  bis  actions 
sre  unfit  for  publication,  or  even  for  s  de¬ 
cent  man's  thought*. 

Tho  Parisian  mob  did  not  let  him  pas* 
much  to  their  credit,  without  tome  ridi¬ 
cule.  Hi*  title  in  French  means  cat  (chat) 
so  that  In  his  excursions  about  Paris,  he 
was  often  met  by  sounds  such  a*  we  use 
with  our  feline  friend*. 

Tue  year  before  be  visited  Europe,  there 
wa*  a  great  famine  in  Persia,  and  many 
lives  were  lost,  *0  that  outsiders  bad  to 
lend  their  aid  to  save  the  people.  Yet 
this  man  came  to  Europe  aud  spent 
925.000.00U,  leaving  bis  nation  to  struggle 
along  until  death  should  fiee  them  from 
bondage.  The  night  after  he  entered  Ge¬ 
neva  I  shall  never  forgtt,  and  I  doubt  if 
msny  wliu  saw  the  grand  illumination  of 
the  Lake  will  ever  cease  to  with  for  the  re¬ 
turn  of  such  u  spectacle. 

Tho  Bhah  with  bis  hosts  took  a  sail 
down  the  Lake  in  the  morning,  and  on 
their  return  at  night  they  were  received 
with  a  most  msgoigeent  di-play  of  fire¬ 
work*.  Geneus  is  guarded  by  a  break¬ 
water,  which  encloses  the  harbor,  a  largo 
sized  pond.

Every  feature  of  Nassar  ed  Din,  as  h* 
stood  on  the  bridge,  was  plainly  visible 
from  the  opposite  side  of  the  quay,  so 
strung  was  the  light  that  enshrouded  him. 
The  whole  scene  wis  thoroughly  thrilling; 
every  body  wa*  excited,  and  e  more  per 
feet  and  grander  theatrical  spectacle  is  sel¬ 
dom  seen.  Perhaps  thefo  have  been 
grander  illuminations,  hut  hardly  a  more 
gorgeous  scene,  for  nature  her*  aid  much 
to  beautify  and  assist  man's  creation*.  • 

The  Bhah  remained  about  *  week, 
amusing  himself  and  being  amused.  One 
of  Ins  favorite  occupations  was  riding  a 
spotless  white  horse,  which  had  half ol^ate- 
tai)  dyed  pink.  I  saw  him  once  at  a  state 
bruaklasa,  where  lie  cams  dressed  in  a  gar- 
mint  which  looked  very  much  like  a 
dressing  gown,  but- the  incongruity  waa 
balanced  by  n  string  of  pearls  around  his 
ueck,  worth  about  9100,000.  At  this 
break  last  he  distinguished  hirnsell  by  io- 
s  iltmg  an  American  lady,  and  getting

That  Summer  in  Ueneva  we  hsd  insay 
representatives  of  royally,  some  more  dir- 
tiuguished  than  tins  man.  but  none  receiv¬ 
ed  tbc  attention  that  was  thrown  sway  on 
him — nil  because  one  uetiou  had  set  a  Imd 
example.
